Certainty H depends 
not so much upon haviag this or that, 
as on intelligence, indastry wwl econ- 
omy. There are innumerable matter* 
pertaining to soils, climate, crops, stoch 
and market that he should know all 
about There are also practical details 
with which he must 1» tfeoroughlj 
familiar, or his capital and strength 
will not be properly applied. 
If h<i 


lacks the industry and is self-indulgent, 
and loves his own ease more than th« 
comfort of his stock or the growth ..ol 
his crops, he will not secure success .in 


• fanning. To be a good farmer and in- 
sure success, a man must'not only 
economize his products and his money, 
but he must learn to economise hia 
time and opportunities, not only 'to 
raise good crops and stock, bilt to 
know their cost and be able' to deter- 
mine whether profitable or otherwise, 
and to see that nothing be lost for want 
of system. The general 'struggle _foi 
wealth, even among farmers, might 
lead one to suppose that money -makers 
and prize-winners at exhibitions ara 
the most successful farmers. This may 
sometimes be true, but not true invar- 
iably, nor of necessity, and for reason 
that fat cattle or fast horses, or any 
thing else for which premiums ar« 
given, are not She most important re- 
sults of {arming. The farmer himself 
and the farmer's family are by far tta 
most valuabloof these resnltef and henro 
first the question to ba aSked is: "Is 
At termer himself a soecesa?" "la 
he a well-developed and well-trained 
man in all the departments erf his be- 
ing?" The naxt question would bes 
••£ the termer's family a success?" So 
far as these are true, has faznwng in the 
most important partichiar may oa con- 
sidered a success. That farmer who

teKtitr can sot be regarded as a suc- 
c«re*bl farmer. It ft. ne* that which

If the way to do this, 
was net learned at school it can be 
leavaed afterwards by the heip oi 
fronds and books. Wh«n he can do 
this systematically he is prepared tq 
extend hia own business or t» transact 
business for others or the public. He 
ie practically interested in Hue soil ha 
cultivate*, -but he caii hardiy nnd«r-

avJ about his crops as we would srq>. 
pose, he wiH want to feaow the nahural 
bwtory and relationship of tbe piante 
tic cultivates, and also every wee* wrti 
whieh he has to contend, aad all thw 
be can obtain from observation and thfl 
Btody of botany. If he is an intelli- 
eent manager, and desires to be an im- 
prover of stock, ho must observe close- 
ly, an4 read a good deal of the laws oi 
animal life, both in health and disease. 
Sneh inquiries will not only result''in 
pecuniary profit, but may hare a good 
effect on the farmer's own health and 
that of his family. Then, before h« 
can Baderstend tbe indications and 
fluctuations oi the market and the laws 
of supply and demand, he must look 
inlo and more or less comprehend the 
subject of political economy. 


Sow, in aH thW, the iai-mer uses his 


ordinary farming operations to open 
his way into various interesting and 
profitable fields of knowledge; but bet- 
ter than allknowledge he has "obtained 
is tbe fact that he has learned to think 
systematically and has acquired meth- 
ods and habits of investigation'which 
will give him the mastery over anj 
other subject that demands his atten- 
tion. Are you inclined to say that th« 
farmer has no time for all this, and can 
not afford the expense. I think other- 
wise. It costs less ,of time and monej 
to get the news o'f the day and prices 
eurrent at first hand from u good news- 
paper than to pick np news and pricei 
at second hand at the blacksmith 
shop and corner store. 
Information 


on all the subjects named may be ob- 
tained from papers or books, and the-y 
will cost vastly less than what any one 
may easily lose through ignorance. 
Farming needs a "new departure, 
with a higher aim and purpose, so that 
it may not only be remunerative and 
secure competence, but also secure 
that social position and influence 
which men expect to gain through the 
learned professions, making agricul- 
ture the most elevating and ennobling 
because the most intellectual pursuit 
of man. The sober down-hill of life 
dispels many illusions while it devel- 
ops or strengthens within us the attach- 
ments for that dear old hut, our home, 
which in various ways we should en- 
deavor to embellish and make attract- 
ive, and in the afternoon of life, when 
its sun/if not high, is still warm, wa 
may he ,»ble 'to realize fee lerene joy 
which .shall irradiate ttoeiarraer's vo- 
8»tion*When a fuller and truer educa- 
tion shall have refined and chastened 
his animal cravings, and when science 
shall have endowed him with her 
treasures, redeeming labor from drudg- 
ery while augmenting its efficiency, 
and erewning Wftb beauty and plenty 
oar bounteous, beneficent earth.—W.

THE BOUSE THAT JACK MOVED. 


Disastrous Besu'ts of Moving a Little 


One Story House 


NEW YORK, July 18 —Last Thursday 


John Costiaan, of Pryor street, Jersey 
City, started to more a story and a half 
wooden structure from that street to Bay 
street, a distance of about half a mile 
At the end of the first day's work he had 
succeeded In placing the house dliectly 
on the tracks of the Erie Street Railway 
Company, thus totally breaking travel on 
that road.

CEEYENNK, Wy., July 
18 —Advices 


Irom Fort Washakie, Shoshone Indian 
leservation, are to the effect that the 
Shoshoucs, who for twenty years hava 
been friends of the whites, aiding the 
government in fighting the Sionx and 
other hostile tribes, are almost starving, 
while the Sioux are provided abundantly. 
The reservation, thiity miles square, 
contains 1,500 Indians 
The buffalo are 


extinct and antelope exceedingly scarce. 
The Indians subsist on jack rabbits and 
prairie dogs, which are also scarce. 
Every soring large numbers of Shoshone 
children die of starvation 


Supplies furnished by the Government 


are so meager that they last only a few 
weeks 
The pretense ol teaching the In- 


dians farming la ridiculous, as only one 
farmer there is attempting to teach them, 
and seeds sent are usually eaten lor lai-k 
of other food 
The total afpouut of po- 


tatoes sent for seed Is not enough to plant 
twenty-five acres, and about enough 
Wheat to sow a hundred acres 
Expen- 


sive machinery is sent, which is ntteily 
useless, as there is nothing to use it on, 
and the Indians are Ignorant of its uses. 


Washakee, chief of tbe Shoshones, is 


sixty-nine years old, infirm and destitute. 
He has held the tribe f rkntlly to the gov- 
ernment. 
Should he die there is sure to 


by a revolt, «nd he is almost out of 
patience 
The reservation is far fiora 


railroads 
Iwo companies of white in- 


fantry and one companv of colored cavalry 
are at Fort Washakee" The Indians are 
able to clean out this country quickly A 
revolt is expected 
if something is not

The "play" begins. This consists 
throwing an ivory ball, which revolves 
in a wheel—a species of round basin 
with numbers, and which is, itselt 
whirling in an 
opposite direction. 


There are thirty-six numbers on ^ the 
wheel without counting zero 
Each 


player stakes a sum of money upon a 
number. The croupiers pay thirty-six 
times the sum which is staked on the 
number at which the ball stops. All 
the money risked on the other numbers 
forms the gains of the Casino. 


A gentleman of military appearance 


is standing near a table. He stakes a 
louis, and whether he gains or whether 
he loses, the sum which he risks never 
varies—it is always a louis. Across the 
table a young woman is noting down 
the winning numbers; for huurs to- 
o-ether she is absorbed in this occupa- 
tion, and in the evening, when she re- 
turns to her hotel, she devotes herself 
to making innumerable calculations. 
She reckons how many times each num- 
ber has come out during the day, she 
strikes an average, and thus settles the 
number on which next day she will risk 
the money at her command. At an- 
other table two players of a different 
temperament face each other. One is 
brutalized by play, the other is impas- 
sive; he has what is called "a strong 
stomach." Whether he loses or whether 
he wins, his face always remains the 
game. No nervous contraction betrays 
the feelings which are agitating his 
heart. He digests equally well all for- 
tune's vagaries, and when the roulette 
carries off the sheaf of bank-notes 
which is before him, the digestion of 
this loss does not appear to give him 
the slightestdiscomiort; hence his name 
of "strong stomach." 


I had been in the gambling saloon 


for some moments when I noticed a, 
young couple enter. The woman was 
French, the man spoke English, but 
with a strong American accent. Doubt-

takes a rake, and heaps cp a little 
mountain of gold.
